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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 49-71 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Chuah et al. 
(US Patent No. 6,735,190) teach advertisement of information such as setup request 
from a node to its peers to be able to set up a communication link between the nodes. 
However, prior art of record fail to teach or render obvious, alone or in combination, a 
first node associated with the first endpoint sending at least one communication session 
setup request message, towards a second node associated with the second endpoint or 
with an intermediate point in the network , the second node receiving at least two 
communication session setup request messages, the received messages having 
traversed respective different paths in the network as recited in independent claim 49, 
60, and 71.
